problem facing the country is how to 
save America from the isms, creeds, 
theories and doctrines, “which threat­ 
en to destroy it from w ithin.” Trac­ 
ing the development of Hie American 
system of government w ith is division

authority, 
he 
pave ti 
vivid 
picture 
of 
the 
tremendous 
growth of the country under this sys­ 
tem. 
“Our seven per rent of the world s 
population enjoys sixty per rent of 
the world’s telephone and telegraph 
communication, thirty-three per cent 
of its rail transportation, eighty per 
cent of its motor vehicles, eighty-five 
lier rent of its radios, and ninety-five 
per cent of its 
bathtubs, 
he said. 
“We use one-third of tile world’s elec­ 
tricity and more than four fifths of 
its natural gas, It, was the American 
system that gave us the greatest in­ 
dustries, the highest standard of wag­ 
's. the greatest standard of 
living 
and the g rec rest; 
(civilization 
e\Vr 
known to 
m ankind.” 
The speaker stressed the 
differ­ 
ence between Ute freedom and indi­ 
vidual enterprise under the American 
system and the lack of freedom under 
the totalitarian governments. Ile then 
pointed to some 
of the tendencies 
which he said place these freedoms in 
je o p a r d y , cine of these lie declared, 
is tin* attacks on the constitution by 
people who 
believe is outworn and 
out of date. As a reflection of such a 
belief there are those who think the 
old idea of balance of functions be­ 
tween executive, legislative and judi­ 
cial powers should be changed so lite 
legislative and judicial could be sub­ 
ordinate! to the executive. As a re­ 
sult 
the 
legislative 
and 
judicial 
branches have lost considerable of 
their power and control. An execu­ 
tive 
bureaucratic 
dictatorship 
hits 
grown up by leaps and bounds. 
Attacks on private captalism, in­ 
crease of taxes, tendency to penalize 
thrifty citizens for the benefit of the 
thriftless, and Hie enormous 
public 
debt, he cited as additional dangers 
to the democratic form of government 
guaranteed by the constitution. 
“To save 
ourselves,” 
he insisted, 
“we must go back to the principle that 
the people support the government, 
pot the government the people.”

Johnson. All of which only goes to 
show that when we go delving back a 
period of fifty years there is liable to 
be a slight desorepency in names and 
dates of any im portant event. 
In giving names and dates the w rit­ 
er merely copied from rile record hand­ 
l'd in by the registration committee. 
We stated the old building burned in 
1911 hut now the date has been set 
at 1907 or 09. The most serious com­ 
plaint that has come to licht so fa r 
is that the n arrator gave the names
